I am tired 
of being insulted by people who hired 
mo eight months ago and who do 
not give me a chance to do the work

Repudli.es Suggestion, 

Ald, Mould at this point 
ated the suggestion that he

The council at this point by un-

Mayor Armstrong expressed the 
View that a full investigation should 
be entered into, giving as his reason 
the necessity for clearing the atmos- 
phere, 

“Either the commissioners are not 
competent or we are not treating 
them well,’ said Ald. Hyndman. It 
is not fair to give judgment before 
trial, and that has been done by 
people in the city, Ald. Mould gave 
“& long interview to one of the papers 
Setting forth his views. It was a ser- 
fous reflection on the commissioners, 
That is what started the impression 
that affairs are rotten, I do not think 
they are rotten, 1 think they are 
in better shape than they ever were.

IN GREAT DANGER

the Young Turkish Government is in 
au Very precarious. situation. The pro- 
&ressive elements, of which the Young 
Turks are the head, is so enormously 
outnumbered by we reactionaries that 
it feels its only hope is to act with 
the utmost Severity at the first sign 
of popular discontent anywhere in the 
country, By this method it has suc- 
ceeded in holding its own so far, but 
it has stirred up such an amount of 
hostility that it is in danger now of 
being overwhelmed at any moment. 
The outbreak of the administration's 
enemies in parliam@nt a few d ys 


ago, 
in connection with the undoubtedly 
accurate showing they made of the 


cruelties the troops have practised in 
disaffected sections of the country, ap- 
parently brought matters to a’ head 
There are mutterings of rebellion trom 
every direction at present, 

To make matters worse, there is a 
serious question concerning the loyalty 
of War Minister Chefket Pasha to the 
Young Turkish cause. Chefket was 
never a member of the Young Turkish 
group, He was enough of a progres- 
sive to oppose Abdul Hamid’s misgov- 
ernment, and accordingly took com- 
mand of the troops who marched upon 
Constantinople at the time of the last 
reactionary uprising, and the Young 
Turks accepted his services because he 
Was recognized as the ablest general 
who was willing to serve them, 

They were afraid of him from the 
first, however, and the manner in 
which he criticized their policies tol- 
lowing Abdul Hamid's deposition made 
them still more so, The fault he was 
continually finding with their military 
methods was causing them the greatest 
inconvenience, and it Was finally de- 
cided to take him into the Cabinet as 
a means of silencing him, and perhaps 
binding him to their own group. 

The plan worked well for a while, 
but with the growth of popular dis- 
content, there are signs that the gen- 
eral is becoming dissatisfied again and 
thinking of throwing the Young Turks 
over. Inasmuch as he has the solid 
support of the army, his secession 
would be fatal to the present regime 

It is generally believed that if he 
decides to act at all, he will undertake 
the establishment of a military dic- 
tatorship himself. In such a case, he 
would be the real ruler and the Sultan 
a mere puppet. 

The Young Turks would possibly 
make short work of the general if 
they did not know that to do so would 
precipitate an immediate army upris- 
ing. He is unquestionably, however, 
in considerable personal danger.

FOSTER ‘RESUMES 
TARIFF DEBATE 


CLAIMS TT IS INDUCEMENT FOR 
CANADA TO JOIN THE UNITED 
STAT 


Ottawa, Feb, 14—The debate on 
the reciprocity proposals whieh was 
resumed in the Commons today . -oni- 
ises to last for a long time it more 
speeches are not disposed of aaly 
than Was the case todiy, f 

Hon. Geo. 1. KFosto-, who foved 
the adjournment of th» debate on 
Thursday last resumed shortly afte: 
the House Met and continued to apoak 
till a quarter to six. Dr. Neoley (L.h- 
eral) of Humbetet, who wae to fal 
low, asked that it be called eix o'clock 
and the House rose tor dinner. At 
eight o'clock Dr. Neeley «ommen. d 
his reply to Mr. Foster, speaking til 
9.30. Martin Purret) (Conservative), 
of Vale-Cariboo, then spoke  antil 
nearly eleven e'clock an] nioved the 
adjournment. l'e will continue the 
debate when the House meots tamer. 
row. 

Mr. Foster deeciared hin 
the terms of the proposed acteenent 
in his usual emphatic way He prob. 
ably laid the greatest emphnists on 
the argument that it woull be a bad 
thing for Canada «as a nation and sald 
that the agreement was but a gift 
from the United States made with 
the object of inducing Canada to be- 


if Asa inet 


come a part of the union at a later 
date. He predicted that the pact 
would divide Canada into divisions 


and that each division would be bled, 
‘Ie hoped the Goverament would re- 
consider its position in the interests 
of Canada and the Mmpire. 

Dr; Neeley, on the other hand, took 
an extreniely optimistic view of the 
proposed pact. It would make Can- 
ada bloom like a rose according to 
his vision and instead of doing injury 
to the transportation and mining in- 
terests, would build them up and 
make them flourish. He rejected the 
argument that the agreement is dis- 
loyal as unworthy of consideration. 

Mr. Burrell agreed with Mr. Foster 
as to the national and imperial as- 
pects of the matter, but devoted most 


of his remarks to a complaint that 
the agreement would do great injury 
to the fruit industry. 
Foster Resumes Debate. 
Resuming the debate, Mr. Foster 
said that the most important factor 


in the agreement would be the effect 
on production and in turn on capital 
and labor. The United States press 
was silent, he pointed out, on tne sub- 
ject of capital being sent into Canada 
and the establishment of branch in- 
dustries in Canada. This was in di- 
rect contrast with the tendency of the 
past few years. 

“The United States covets the rich 
natural resources of the Dominion of 
Canada,” he argued, “not to develop 
them here, Put to drow them to 
points for their manufacturers.” 

The arrangement would not be in 
operation for five years until trusts 
would own everything in Canada that 
wat loose. The result would be to di- 
vert the raw material from Canada, 
having only the digging, felling and 
mining done in this country, with the 
finishing arts applied in the United 
States. 

Every man who had a sense of trus- 


teeship and w spirit of independence | 


would have to face the question for 
himself. 

Continuing, Mr. Foster pointed out 
that the effect On outside capital com- 
ing into Canada would be deleterious, 
Over $1,800,000,000 of British capital 
was invested in railways and public 
works in Canada. Under the changed 
conditions brought about by the agree- 
ment, a feeling of doubt and uncer- 
tainty would be engendered and with 
the protected market always afforded 
by the United States, investors would 
be sure to choose the larger area, La- 
bor also would go where capital made 
employment easy. 

Wedge of Free Trade. 

The agreement was the thin wedge 
of full free trade between the two 
countries, which meant a circle from 
the frozen seas of the North to Rio 
Grande and within that circle there 
should be free trade unimpeded out- 
side that circle would be the world 
with a tariff wall against it. 

Reviewing briefly the course of the 
recent trade negotiations with foreign 
countries, Mr. Foster said that in 
every case concession had been given 
by Canada without any adequate com- 
pensation from the other party to the 
arrangement He charged Sir Wilfrid 
with ‘breaking his pledge to the 
Western delegates, He had told them 
that no revision would be made of 
the tariff before a commission had 
been appointed and the reply of the 
premier would probably be that this 
was not “technically a tariff revision.” 
“That will be the smaliest hole @ lar 
sized man can get into,”” was Mr. Fos- 
ter’'s comment, 

Mr. Foster challenged the statement 
that an imperial preference had been 
scrupulously maintained. In sixty- 
nine items on the free list, thirty-nine 
now getting the advantage of the pre- 
ference were untouched, while in 30 
cases it had been absolutely wiped out. 
The preference had not been main- 
tained. 

Death Blow to Preference, 

“They have stricken the preference 
its death blow,” he said. Today the 
Government had reduced the incen- 
tive for Canada to work and look for 
an imperial preference within the Bri- 
tish Empire.” Every one of the ar- 
ticles on the free list could be sluiced 
through Canada from the United 
Btates, and on to the empire under the 
preference. There was no preference 
within the empire, but with Canada 
plus the United States.’ 

A profitable reciprooity, he argued, 
would have ‘been with the British 
Weert Indies, where the produce was 
tropical and they could take from the 
United States our foodstuffs. In the 
same way reciprocity with Great Bri- 
tain would be profitable but the el 
ments of real reciprocity could not be 
found in Canada and the United 
Biates. The trade would be sectionai 
and fitful, 


Quotes J, J. TiN. 

Mr. Foster quoted James J. Hill to 
show that even in the United States, 
where there was no tariff there were 
differences in the prices of wheat. 
The tariff did not make the difference 
bu the cost of transport, Today, 
Canadian growers had the choice of 
two markets, the miller and the Brit- 
ish market, “hich absolutely control 
led the prices throughout the wortd. 
The finance minister forgot io potwt 
out that he had made it possite fer 
the United States millers to get pos- 
seasion of Canada’s number one hard 
and satisfy their people with ii, send. 
ing to the British market tho 
strong flours. Thus, it would lose cur 
market in Britain, It was important 
that the milling Industry should be 
retained in Canada for the sake of the 
hecessary by-products.

FLEW OVER CITY OF JUAREZ, 
Charles K, Hamilton Dares the Mexi- 
can Bullets and Makes Reconnais- 


sance, 
E! Paso, Tex., Feb. 14—Charles K. 
Hamilton, American aviator, flew his 


biplane over Juarez, and Roland G. 
Carros, the Frenchman, in his Bleriot 
monoplane, crossed the international 
border a short distance yesterday, De- 
spite the fact that Hamilton and oth- 
er international aviators had been 
warned not to fly over Juarez, or 
they would be met with a storm of 
bullets from the federal troops now 
holding that city, Hamilton yesterday 
afternoon ordered his biplane prepar- 
ed for the flight. Garros, who has 
also been waiting for an opportunity 
to fly out over the battlefields, rushed 


preparations on his monoplane. 
The two left the ground within a 
few minutes of each other, Hamilton 
being the first up. After reaching 
1200 feet Hamilton crossed the Rio 
Grande, and a half minute later had 
passed the Mexican customs house, 


making the first aeroplane reconnais- 
sance ever attempted in actual war. 


Owing to the fact that the officers in | 


charge of troops patrolling the bor- 
der allowed Hamilton to make the 
flight only on condition that he would 
not divulge any information which 
would be a breach of the neutrality 
laws, the aviator, on his return, would 
not give out an interview, simply 
stating that! “there appeared to be a 
good sized army in Jaurez.”

Ald. Tipton Severely Arraigns Man- 
agement of Hospital Committce— 
Jeremiah Daly Defends Ratepayers 
Association—City Transfer Com- 
Plaint Dismissed—One Frere Lint 
lott Over. 


The delays in the negotiations with 
the University regarding the erection 
of a joint hospital, was hotly discuse- 
ed at the meeting of the Strathcona 
elty council last night and Ald. Tip- 
ton severely censured the unbusiness- 
like methods of the present hospital 
management, stating that there was 


$8,000 on the hospital books outstand- 
ing against discharged patients, and 
making a vigorous plea for immediate 
action to put an end to such a state 
of affairs, 

After the reading of the minutes 
a deputation of real estate men pre- 
sented by H. F. Sandeman, made an 
offer to the city of 27 acres of land 
on the Strathcona side of the river 
opposite Laurier Park, for $11,000. 
The city, however, did not wish to 
take action without referring it to 
the parks committee, Mayor Davies 
stated his own belief that the city 
could not at present handle It. 


Ratepayers Association Protest, 

Jeremiah Daly appeared on behalf 
of the Ratepayers Association and 
protested before the council against 
making an unconditional grant to the 
board of trade, just at a time when 
the city had reached its dying hours. 

“Why, its not dead yet,” interposed 
Mavor Davies, 

“Let me tell you, worthy sir,” said 
Mr. Daly, “in twelve months from to- 
day, you will ‘be a part of Edmonton. 
You will be advertised from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific and from the 
Klondyke to the Hudson's Bay, and 
will be the most talked of place on 
the continent. Your representatives 
now go awly and register on their tra- 
vels from Edmonton and make away 
with the money of Strathcona. 

Mr. Daly then went on to show 
what he termed the hopeless state of 
affairs into which the city finances
